FARM  INCOME  SITUATION 


Realized  gross  farm  income 
has  risen  faster  than  production 
expenses  this  year,  and  realized 
net  farm  income  is  now  expected 
to  total  around  a  billion  dollars 
more  than  the  $11.7  billion  esti- 
mated for  1960.  In  1961,  larger 
cash  receipts  from  marketings 
and  increased  Government  pay- 
ments under  the  new  agricultural 
programs  are  contributing  to  the 
anticipated  record  high  gross 
farm  income  and  to  a  level  of 
realized  net  income  which  may  be 
the  highest  since  1953.

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FARM  INCOME  IN  I96I  AND  OUTLOOK  FOR  I962 

Net  income  realized  by  farm  operators  this  year  is  now  expected  to  total 
around  a  billion  dollars  more  than  the  $11.7  billion  estimated  for  i960.  This 
indicated  increase  for  1961  would  push  realized  net  farm  income  to  the  highest 
level  since  1953*    The  outlook  for  1962  points  to  little  change  in  farm  income 
from  the  level  now  indicated  for  1961.    This  forecast  of  a  continuation  of  the 
improved  farm  income  situation  into  1962  assumes  average  growing  conditions, 
no  major  change  in  present  price  support  levels,  the  probable  effects  of  the 
Agricultural  Act  of  I96I,  and  no  serious  worsening  of  the  international  situa- 
tion.   Also  in  1962,  a  generally  stronger  demand  for  farm  products  is  in  pros- 
pect reflecting  a  continuation  of  the  current  pickup  in  economic  activity, 
further  population  growth,  and  continued  large  exports  of  farm  products. 

Through  September  this  year  realized  net  farm  income  was  estimated  at  a 
seasonally  adjusted  annual  rate  of  $12.5  billion,  9  percent,  over  the  January- 
September  i960  period.    It  now  appears  likely  that  the  fourth  quarter  will  also 
show  a  significant  gain  over  a  year  earlier.    The  increase  in  the  realized  net 
income  for  I96I  stems  from  increased  cash  receipts  from  marketings  and  higher 
Government  payments  which  will  be  only  partly  offset  by  somewhat  higher  produc- 
tion -expenses. 

Outlook  for  1962  Farm  Income 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  1962  may  continue  in  total  about  the 
same  as  in  1961.    The  total  volume  of  farm  marketings  is  not  expected  to  be 
greatly  different  from  this  year's  total  and  the  average  price  received  for  all 
farm  products  also  points  toward  little  change.    Receipts  from  crop  marketings 
may  be  slightly  lower  in  1962  but  on  the.  other  hand  livestock  and  livestock 
product  receipts  will  probably  rise.    Livestock  production  likely  will  increase 
again  in  I962.    Cattle  prices  in  1962  may  be  about  the  same  and  cash  receipts 
from  beef  cattle  may  not  be  much  different  than  in  1961.    Hog  marketings  will 
be  above  a  year  earlier  in  1962,  reflecting  the  larger  pig  crop  this  fall  and 
an  anticipated  increase  in  the  1962  Spring  pig  crop.    Hog  prices  in  1962  are 
expected  to  average  slightly  below  a  year  earlier.    In  19^2,  an  expected  in- 
crease in  farm  marketings  of  milk  is  likely  to  result  in  receipts  above  the 
I96I  level.    Prices  for  eggs  in  1962  may  average  a  little  below  this  year. 
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The  average  of  all  crop  prices  in  1962  will  likely  be  up  from  1961  due  to 
the  influence  of  expected  higher  average  prices  for  food  and  feed  grains  while 
crop  marketings  likely  vill  "be  slightly  less  in  volume.    Stocks  of  wheat  and 
feed  grains,  which  have  been  excessive  for  a  number  of  years,  are  expected  to 
decline  slightly  by  the  end  of  the  I96I-62  marketing  year. 

Prices  received  by  farmers  for  wheat  will  be  higher  next  year  because  the 
minimum  average  support  price  for  the  1962  crop  has  been  set  at  $2.00  per  bush- 
el, compared  with  the  196l-crop  support  price  of  $1.79*    Corn  prices  in  1962 
are  expected  to  average  higher  than  this  year  if  the  current  support  of  $1.20 
per  bushel  is  continued  for  the  1962-crop.    During  I96I  part  of  the  i960  corn 
crop  was  marketed  at  the  1960-crop  support  price  of  $1.06  per  bushel. 

The  season  average  price  received  by  farmers  for  1961  crop  soybeans  is 
likely  to  average  around  the  support  level  of  $2.30  per  bushel.    This  would  be 
about  5  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier,  and  almost  a  fourth  higher  than  the 
$1.85  support  level  for  1960-crop  soybeans.    During  the  current  harvest  period 
soybean  prices  are  likely  to  dip  below  the  196l-crop  loan  level  because  of  much 
larger  supplies  this  year,  but  will  then  advance  seasonally  with  the  price  of 
storage.    Prices  received  by  tobacco  growers  are  likely  to  average  about  the 
same  as  this  year  because  overall  support  levels  for  the  I961  crops  of  the  el- 
igible types  of  tobacco  are  the  same  as  in  i960.    The  support  price  for  1961 
crop  cotton  was  31*88  cents  per  pound  for  the  average  of  the  crop  while  the 
support  level  for  I962  crop  cotton,  which  will  largely  determine  the  price  to 
farmers,  will  be  announced  in  February. 

Government  payments  to  farmers  in  I962  may  be  up  slightly  in  total  from 
1961.    Assuming  little  change  in  producer  participation,  payments  under  the 
1962  Feed  Grain  Program  would  be  close  to  the  three -quarter -billion  dollars 
now  estimated  for  I96I.    Payments  under  the  1962  Wheat  Stabilization  Program 
will  total  more  than  this  year  when  the  program  was  just  getting  off  the  ground. 
Payments  to  farmers  in  total  under  other  programs  such  as  Wool  Act,  Agricul- 
tural Conservation,  and  Soil  Bank  are  not  likely  to  change  appreciably. 

Some  further  increase  in  production  expenses  of  farm  operators  is  indica- 
ted for  I962.    The  persistent  rise  in  the  level  of  average  prices  of  production 
items  and  services  purchased  by  farmers  from  the  nonfarm  sector  will  probably 
continue  in  I962.    Interest  payments,  taxes,  and  wage  rates  will  likely  push 
up  again  in  19&2.    Feed  prices  may  be  a  little  higher  on  the  average  while 
feeder  livestock  prices  may  show  little  change. 

Farm  Income  in  1961 

Through  September  19^1,  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  totaled  about 
2  percent  above  the  comparable  period  of  i960.    The  average  price  for  all  farm 
products  and  the  volume  of  marketings  were  both  estimated  about  1  percent  more 
than  in  January-September  i960.    Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products 
were  up  just  over  2  percent  from  the  first  9  months  of  last  year  due  mostly  to 
increased  receipts  from  hogs,  milk,  and  eggs.    Crop  receipts  through  September 
this  year  were  about  1  percent  larger  than  a  year  earlier  with  increases  from 
soybeans,  truck  crops,  citrus,  and  corn  more  than  offsetting  decreases  from 
wheat  and  potatoes. 
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For  the  full  year  1961,  cash  receipts  from  both  livestock  and  livestock 
products  and  from  crops  are  expected  to  be  higher  than  in  i960.    For  the  live- 
stock group,  increased  receipts  from  hogs  are  expected  to  boost  the  meat  ani- 
mal total.    Dairy  product  receipts  will  be  up  with  more  milk  sold  to  plants 
and  dealers  at  higher  average  prices  than  in  i960.    Receipts  from  poultry  and 
eggs  may  be  down  this  year  compared  to  last  year  with  little  change  in  returns 
from  egg  marketings  but  a  drop  from  farm  marketings  of  broilers  and  turkeys. 
For  crops  in  1961,  lower  cash  receipts  from  marketings  than  in  i960  are  now 
indicated  for  food  and  feed  grains,  but  these  declines  will  be  more  than  offset 
by  anticipated  gains  in  receipts  from  marketings  of  cotton,  tobacco,  oil- 
bearing  crops --particularly  soybeans,  and  fruits  and  nuts. 

Realized  gross  farm  income  in  the  first  3  quarters  of  this  year  was  esti- 
mated $1.4  billion  higher  than  in  the  January-September  i960  period.    Cash  re- 
ceipts, seasonally  adjusted  annual  rate,  were  $800  million  higher  through 
September.    An  increased  rate  of  Government  payments  accounted  for  most  of  the 
remainder  due  mainly  to  payments  under  the  1961  Feed  Grain  Program.    Some  drop 
in  the  imputed  value  of  home  consumption  was  offset  by  an  increase  in  the  im- 
puted gross  rental  value  of  farm  dwellings  during  the  first  9  months  of  1961. 
For  the  full  year,  larger  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  and  increased 
Government  payments  under  the  new  programs — feed  and  food  grains — indicate  a 
rise  in  farmers'  realized  gross  farm  income  of  around  jjjlg-  billion. 

Farm  operators'  production  expenses,  seasonally  adjusted  annual  rate, 
through  September  this  year  are  estimated  about  $400  million,  or  1§  percent, 
more  than  in  January -Sept ember  i960.    The  index  of  prices  paid  by  farmers  for 
production  items,  interest,  taxes,  and  wage  rates  combined  was  1  percent  above 
a  year  earlier.    Through  September  this  year,  prices  paid  for  motor  vehicles 
and  building  and  fencing  materials  were  off  slightly  while  all  other  items  of 
nonfarm  origin  were  priced  higher;  feed  and  fertilizer  prices  averaged  frac- 
tionally above  i960  levels  but  feeder  livestock  and  seed  prices  were  slightly 
lower.    Interest  and  tax  payments  are  7  to  8  percent  higher  this  year  than 
last.    Wage  rates  through  September  were  up  only  1  percent  from  year  ago  levels 
while  the  number  of  hired  workers  was  showing  little  change.    Indications  point 
to  a  continued  increase    in  use  of  fertilizer,  a  larger  volume  of  purchases  of 
feeder  and  stocker  cattle,  and  a  heavier  use  of  feed.    For  all  of  1961,  farm 
operators'  production  expenses  will  likely  exceed  last  year's  total  by  around 
500  million  dollars  and  will  be  close  to  $27  billion,  a  record  high. 

In  the  first  3  quarters  of  1961,  the  seasonally  adjusted  annual  rate  of 
realized  net  farm  income  was  $12.5  billion  compared  with  $11.5  billion  in  the 
corresponding  period  of  i960  (Table  l).    With  both  cash  receipts  from  farm  mar- 
ketings and  Government  payments  expected  to  be  large  in  the  hth  quarter  of  this 
year,  it  seems  probable  that  around  a  billion  dollar  increase  in  realized  net 
income  will  be  reached  for  1961.    This  would  mean  a  level  of  about  $12  3/k  bil- 
lion, the  highest  since  1953  and  well  above  the  average  for  recent  years. 
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CURRENT  ESTIMATES 

Volume  of  Marketings  in  1961 

A  new  record  will  likely  be  established  for  the  physical  volume  of  farm 
marketings  during  calendar  1961.    Based  on  sales  and  conditions  as  of  Novem- 
ber 1,  the  index  of  marketings  is  indicated  to  be  135  percent  of  the  19^7-^-9 
annual  average,    about       percent  above  the  previous  high  established  in  i960. 
(Chart,  page  7;  Table  2,  page  8) 

Marketings  of  livestock  and  products  will  likely  reach  a  record  high  also 
and  exceed  i960  by  about  k  percent.    Sharp  increases  are  indicated  for  mar- 
ketings of  wholesale  milk,  cattle  and  hogs. 

Crop  marketings  will  be  less  than  in  i960  by  about  1  percent  due  to  re- 
duced sales  of  food  and  feed  grains  and  seed  crops,  from  current  production. 
These  declines  were  nearly  offset  by  larger  sales  indicated  for  soybeans,  to- 
bacco, and  some  fruit  and  sugar  crops.    Sales  in  early  I96I  from  the  large 
i960  output  of  food  and  feed  grains  contributed  substantially  to  the  high  level 
of  crop  marketings  expected  for  the  full  year  1961. 

Cash  Receipts  in  September  and  October 

Cash  receipts  from  September  farm  marketings  totaled  $3»3  billion  which 
was  about  1  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier  (Table  3)«    Prices  averaged 
higher  than  in  September  i960  but  marketings  were  down.    Receipts  from  live- 
stock and  products  moved  up  slightly  to  $1.6  billion  as  increased  receipts  were 
registered  by  hogs  and  wholesale  milk.    Receipts  from  crops,  however,  at  $1.7 
billion,  dropped  nearly  3  percent  below  a  year  earlier  despite  generally 
stronger  prices.    Marketings  of  food  and  feed  grains,  cotton,  and  tobacco  fell 
short  of  last  year's  September  movement. 

October  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  are  tentatively  placed  at 
$^.2  billion,  up  about  5  percent  over  a  year  earlier.    Prices  received  by  far- 
mers averaged  nearly  as  high  as  a  year  earlier,  but  the  volume  of  sales  in- 
creased.   The  preliminary  estimate  of  receipts  from  livestock  and  products, 
at  $1.9  billion,  is  3  percent  above  last  year.    Receipts  from  crops  are  placed 
at  $2.3  billion,  about  7  percent  above  a  year  ago.
